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RESIDENTS and town 
councillors this week 
slammed plans to privatise a 
home for the elderly despite 
a 4,000-signature petition. 

Suffolk County Council hosted 
a meeting at Samuel Ward 
Academy in Haverhill on 
Monday night to ask residents 
views on how it plans to trim 
£50m from its budget over the 
next two years. 

Roger Andre, a member of Haverhill 
Town Council, accused the county 
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council of ignoring the views of those 
who signed the petition opposing plans 
to close or privatise the 35-bed Place 
Court residential home in Camps Road, 
Haverhill. 

He said: “4,000 residents of Haverhill 
told you that they did not want Place 
Court privatised, but you did not listen. 
There are no other providers in the 
Haverhill area that are rated as highly as 
Place Court, and in the private sector it 
is not going to be the same. 

“Any potential cost savings which may 


arise from the privatisation will be at the 
expense of the service provided to our 
vulnerable and elderly residents. 

“Over 4,000 of our community do not 
accept risking the wellbeing of 
vulnerable and elderly residents for a 
possible short-term saving in costs. We 
ask councillors to think again before 
abandoning the residents to an 
uncertain future in a market where 
private providers are already failing. 

“The dramatic failure of Southern 
Cross, who managed 752 care 
establishments, is a timely reminder of 
the perils inherent in leaving care 
services to the market.” 

Brian Wright said he believed the poor 


standard of care his father had received 
at home was the reason why he had 
ended up in Place Court. He said: “My 
father is now a resident at Place Court, 
which provides very good care services. 
The care he received at home is what 
put him in Place Court. My father was a 
big man, but he weighed only 10 stones 
when he went there but he is already 
getting back to his old self. 

“All right, he has dementia, but you 
are talking about spending money on 
private companies to not do the job 
properly. 

“I have complained about how he was

treated, but nothing has happened. I was 
told the member of staff involved had 
been suspended, but I have seen them 
since looking after someone else.” 

Colin Noble, the council’s portfolio 
holder for adult and community services, 
said hard choices had to be made 
because Place Court was costing too 
much money to run. He said: “It costs us 
an average of £637 to provide a care bed 
for a week, which in the private sector 
costs £300-500 a week and they make a 
profit. 

“We have 2,300 people who have care 
provided by the private sector and they 
are rated just as good as the services we 
provide. There are good and bad staff in 
all systems, but we are determined to 
root out the bad ones. 

“I am convinced that more care homes 
will be provided in Haverhill by the 
private sector because there will be the 
demand for them. We had 55 people 
come to us wanting to run our care 
homes, which we have narrowed down to 
three, and we will be asking them ‘what 
are you going to invest in Haverhill for 
the future?”’

Youths praised as town 
crime is cut by 14.2% 


CRIME figures for Haverhill have 
dropped dramatically over the past year 
- and the town’s new police inspector 
believes the success of its two upper 
schools could be part of the reason. 

Overall crimes reported for Haverhill between 
last November and this November totalled 1,317 
compared to 1,535 for the same period last year. 
This is a 14.2 per cent reduction, compared to a 
3.6 per cent reduction for Suffolk as a whole - 
making Haverhill’s the third biggest drop in 
crime across the county. 

Inspector Peter Ferrie, who took over as 
Haverhill’s sector commander last month, said: 
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“I am really happy with how much lower the 
figures are than last year; obviously we are doing 
something right. 

“I want to keep it going and get crime down 
even lower, and I think that getting the Safer 
Neighbourhood Team and response officers 
working closer together will be key to that. 

“I do think the standards of behaviour in the 
two upper schools may have had an effect in 
reducing criminal damage and anti-social 
behaviour. I have visited both schools and was 


impressed that the pupils were so well behaved 
and happy in their schools, which must have 
an effect on the town.” 

The biggest increase was in theft from 
vehicles, which almost doubled from 65 to 105 
crimes - a 62 per cent increase. Insp Ferrie said 
officers would be tackling this and felt it could 
become one of their new policing priorities. 

Domestic burglary dropped by 46 per cent, 
from 54 to 29 crimes, and drug offences were 
down from 56 to 40 crimes. 

Shoplifting was down by 51 per cent from 
152 to 75 incidents, with a slight increase lately 
and a professional shoplifter stopped in the 
town.

Illegal parking in the High 
Street no longer a priority 


NEW policing priorities have 
been agreed for a town after 
residents agreed to let officers 
drop a lengthy campaign 
against illegal parking in the 
High Street. 

Insp Peter Ferrie, 
Haverhill’s new sector 
commander, attended Mon¬ 
day night’s Safer Neigh¬ 
bourhood Team meeting, 
where priorities for the next 
three months were 
agreed. For the past 
six months residents 
have asked the police 
to crack down on 
people parking on the 
pavements and 
ignoring the lOam-to- 
4pm ban on traffic in 
the High Street, with 
94 tickets handed out 
since September. 

After the meeting, Insp 
Ferrie said officers would still 
hand out tickets to people 
they found parking illegally, 
but it would no longer be 
treated as a priority. He said: 
“I was pleased with the 
meeting; 21 people turned up 
and raised quite a number of 
new issues. 

“People accepted that no 
matter how many tickets we 
give out, we are never going 
to solve the problem until 
barriers are put in. We are 
fighting a losing battle and I 
could have officers there all 



day, but it would not make 
any difference. 

“It is demoralising and 
disheartening for my officers 
to have to be there, as no 
matter how hard they work, 
we are never going to crack it. 
My aim is to set priorities for 
the next three months that we 
can deal with, then move on 
to new ones.” 

New priorities agreed at the 
meeting were 
groups of men in 
their 30s and 40s 
sniffing gas at Vange 
Place, students 
leaving Samuel 
Ward Academy 
smoking and drink¬ 
ing after school and 
night-time burg¬ 
laries from shops 
and businesses. These were 
voted by the members of the 
public present as the top 
three priorities. 

Other issues raised were 
cars congregating at night 
and possible drug-dealing at 
Lavender Fields, cars and 
taxis using the passageway 
between Barclays Bank and 
Boots Opticians as a shortcut, 
as well as anti-social 
behaviour and damage to 
vehicles in Eden Road. 

Anti-social behaviour on 
the Chalkstone and Parkway 
estates is longer a priority as 
problems had declined.

Road from its junction with 
Mill Road to its junction 
with Camps Road and Mill 
Road from its junction with 
Camps Road to its junction 
with Recreation 
Road/Helions Park Avenue. 
Between 7.30pm and 
9.30pm, Recreation Road 
will be closed from its 
junction with Clements 
Lane to its junction with Mill 
Hill.

CAB welcomes 
its new leader 
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NEW manager Jane Ballard 
has taken over at the helm 
of Haverhill Citizens 
Advice Bureau as part of a 
new merged service co¬ 
vering a wider area. 

Haverhill is now part of Suffolk 
West CAB, which also includes 
Bury St Edmunds, Mildenhall 
and Brandon. The Newmarket 
and Sudbury bureaux are also 
part of a West Suffolk alliance and 
could merge fully in the future. 

A working group set up last 
year concluded that by com¬ 
bining resources, the bureau’s 
clients would benefit and the 
service would be more sus¬ 
tainable in future. 

Diminishing grants from 
funding groups were another 
major factor which meant a 
merger was the best way to 
safeguard the service. 

Training is now centralised at 
Bury St Edmunds but volunteers 
return to their home branches to 
be mentored 
until they are 
able to operate 
independently. 

Jane said: “It 
will provide a 
greater level of 
continuity in this 
respect and 
maintain the 
local identity of 
each advice 
centre. 

“We felt it was 
crucial to main¬ 
tain and, where 
feasible, to in¬ 
crease the num¬ 
ber of advice 
hours and have had to make 
sacrifices in other areas to 
achieve this. 

“Debt and benefits advice will 
be available in all bureaux, with 
caseworkers in each advice 
centre under the guidance of a 
specialist advice worker. 

“We are looking to provide a 
telephone advice service in the 
near future and also, when we 



have established equilibrium, we 
will further investigate the 
possibilities of an outreach 
programme and developing IT 
solutions to further increase 
access to advice. 

“We believe we have achieved 
the best solution to a problem 
facing us all and we have no 
doubt that demand on advice 
services is bound to increase.

Some 40 per cent of young 
unemployed people are on 
the programme and, as with 
the national average, half of 
them are going into full-time 
jobs, even where there were 
no vacancies.

Friend’s constituency for 
their part in delivering a 
successful scheme.

The scheme is 
designed to bring

mployed people 
in Haverhill. 
Private comp¬ 
anies agree to offer 
mentoring, work experience 
or apprenticeships to the 
young people who most 
need the opportunity. Some 
31 employers in and around 
Haverhill have signed up. 

There are 233 young 
people on Jobseeker’s 
Allowance at present. All are 
on the work experience 
programme and 85 of them 
have completed placements 
so far. 

Half of the 85 have been 
offered employment or 
apprenticeships, which means 
youth unemployment is down 
by 18.5 per cent. 


A BANNED driver who 
swapped seats with a 
passenger as he tried to get 
away from a pursuing police 
car has been jailed for two- 
and-a-half years. 

Jonathan Jolly, 36, of Dunsey 
Wood Close, Haverhill, had 
denied charges of dangerous 
driving and driving while 
disqualified, but was found guilty 
by a jury at Ipswich Crown Court 
following a trial in September. 

On Monday, Jolly, right, was 
brought back to court to be 
sentenced for the trail of damage he 
left in his wake during the incident. 

A second man involved, Stefan 
Young, 20, of Dunsey Wood Close, 
Haverhill, who had been due to 
be sentenced at the same time - 
also for dangerous driving - 
failed to appear and Judge John 
Holt issued a warrant for his 
arrest. 

During Jolly’s trial, the court 
heard how police parked in 
Sudbury last November had 
indicated to the driver of a Ford 
Transit pick-up to stop, but the 
vehicle, with Jolly at the wheel, 
sped off. 

The pick-up, which was heavily 
loaded with scrap metal, collided 
with a builder’s van. It then 



scraped against an oncoming car, 
but still failed to stop. 


In Acton Lane, Sudbury, police 
officers who were following saw 
Jolly swap seats with a second 
man while the vehicle was 
travelling at 30mph. 

Finally the Transit turned onto 
the A134, where it collided with a 
Renault Megane and a Vauxhall 
Corsa, both of which were written 
off. A third vehicle suffered less 
severe damage. 

Jolly fled from the scene and 
was arrested two weeks later 
when a police officer stopped a 


vehicle in which he was 
travelling. Giving evidence, Jolly, 
who runs a landscaping business, 
claimed it had been a case of 
“mistaken identity” and said he 
had been in Braintree on the day 
of the incident. 

Oliver Renton, for Jolly, told the 
court: “These were the actions of 
a man who was desperate to 
maintain the degree of forward 
momentum he had in his life at 
the time these offences took 
place.” 

He said that Jolly, who has 
previously been convicted of 99 
separate offences, had been 
working hard to establish a 
landscape gardening business, 
which compared sharply with his 
previous offending. 

Jailing Jolly for two years for 
dangerous driving and six 
months for driving while 
disqualified, Judge Holt said it 
was fortunate that no one had 
been seriously hurt when the 
crash took place on the A134. 

The judge said: “You clearly 
continued driving and didn’t stop 
because you were a disqualified 
driver.” 

Jolly was banned from driving 
for five years. The 206 days he has 
spent in custody will be deducted 
from the time he serves. 


Derelict former carpet shop to be converted 


A BURNT-OUT carpet shop looks set to be re¬ 
developed as offices and flats after standing derelict 
for almost a decade. 

Havebury Housing was granted planning consent 
and conservation area consent by St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council’s development control committee 
to demolish the existing building at 83 High Street, 
Haverhill, and replace it with a three-storey building 
including ground-floor offices, seven flats and 
underground parking. 

The building was last used as a carpet shop, which 
was destroyed by fire in 2002. Several previous 
applications to develop it for housing were refused so 


that it could stay in commercial use. A previous 
application for a shop and nine flats was refused on 
appeal as it was considered too dominant and 
damaging to the character of the area. 

One neighbour objected to the current plan, saying 
it would be out of character with the area and its 
height would block out light to their kitchen and 
garden. It was also felt there was insufficient parking 
provision. 

But the report to the committee concluded: “It is 
your officers’ opinion that this scheme would not result 
in any additional loss of amenity to the occupiers of the 
neighbouring dwelling or the character of the area.”

POUNDING the streets of 
Haverhill will help the 
newest recruit to the town’s 
police force prepare for one 
of the toughest physical 
challenges on the planet in 
Mexico next year. 

Pc Simon Bourne has just 
joined the Haverhill Safer 
Neighbourhood Team and will 
be responsible for patrolling the 
Clements estate. And the super- 
fit 48-year-old will cycle the 39- 
mile round trip each day from 
his home on the other side of 
Bury St Edmunds to Haverhill, 
occasionally leaving his bike in 
the town to run home at the end 
of a shift at midnight. 

Pc Bourne has already 
notched up more than 60 
marathons and last year 
represented Great Britain at the 
Ultraman World Championships 
in Hawaii, finishing 23rd from a 
total of 40 athletes. The 
challenge involved a 10k open- 
water swim, a 260-mile bike ride 
and a double marathon run of 
52.4 miles over three days, 
which he completed in 29 hours 
and 36 minutes. 

Previously he had beaten the 
British record at the Ultraman 
Canada event, despite swelt¬ 
ering temperatures of 40C-plus, 
completing a 90-mile swim, 170- 
mile bike ride and double 
marathon run. 

He is currently training for his 
biggest challenge yet, the Deca 
Man event in Mexico, which 
includes a 24-mile swim, 1,120- 
mile cycle and 262-mile run - 
equivalent to 10 marathons. He 
would like to break the world 
record for the event of eight days 
and 14 hours, set in 1997, then 
retire from competition and 
concentrate on training others. 

Pc Bourne said: “As an athlete 
you want to race at every 
distance to challenge yourself. I 
have been training for this for 
seven years. The Deca Man is 


unique; it is the hardest, 
toughest race on the planet. 

“I have always enjoyed sport 
and it is just a way of life for me 
now. I love it and I love the 
benefits I get from it and 
encouraging other people to get 
involved. 

“I came back to Haverhill by 
choice as I always liked the 
town. I like being out in the 
community and engaging with 


people, it’s what I am all about.” 

It is the third time Pc Bourne 
has been stationed in Haverhill, 
where he did his original 
training eight years ago. Before 
joining the police force Pc 
Bourne served in the same RAF 
regiment as Luke Southgate, 
from Bury St Edmunds, and 
much of his racing helps raise 
money for the British Legion in 
memory of the late serviceman.

Crash 

fears 

over 

park 

access

A RESIDENT whose home is next 
to HaverhilFs research park site 
says he believes the traffic 
problems it could create have 
been underestimated. 

Dudley Haylock’s bungalow backs 
onto the 30-acre site at Hanchett End, 
where planning consent has been 
granted for a research park, hotel and 
housing development expected to 
create up to 1,000 jobs. 

Access to the site will be from a T- 
junction onto the main A1307, with 
calls for a roundabout or traffic lights at 
the junction dismissed at the planning 
committee meeting held in Haverhill. 

Mr Haylock said he had already 
witnessed many accidents on the short 
stretch of road outside his home, 
between the Sainsbury’s and Spirit of 
Enterprise roundabouts. 

He fears there could be many more 
with the extra 
volume of traf¬ 
fic coming to 
and from the 
research park 
site. 

Mr Haylock, 
right, said: “I 
am not against 
it - I think 
Haverhill needs 
something like 
this to provide 
more work. 

“However, I do think they have got it 
badly wrong about the traffic. With my 
hedge where it is, you won’t be able to 
see anything as you leave the site. The 
sign has been knocked over again this 
week, they come down there so fast. 

“I mow the grass on the verge because 
people jog and run along there and so 
my wife and sons can walk to 
Sainsbury’s. There have been a lot of 
accidents along there; a three-year-old 
child died in my arms there about 15 
years ago. 

“To say there will only be six cars 
queuing up to come out of there is 
crazy. If they build 150 houses, you are 
talking about at least 100 cars. 

“I think they need to buy my hedge 
from me to improve the visibility.” 

Concerns about traffic congestion 
and how access to the site was provided 
were raised at the St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council development control 
committee meeting where the plan was 
approved. 

However, lohn Noble, of Suffolk 
County Council’s highways department, 
said he was convinced that the 
measures in place would be adequate 
and that the affect on traffic movements 
on the A1307 would be minimal.

The Salvation Army will 
once again offer lunch on 
Christmas Day for those who 
would otherwise be alone. 

The congregations of the other 
churches in town, who work 
tirelessly throughout the year 
to support the wider 
community, the Rotary and 
Round Table, who work to

help their fellow residents. 
That’s what makes Haverhill 
the best place to live in Suffolk, 
its community spirit. 

Next year will bring more 
challenges for us all. The 
future of Place Court and the 
Day Centre will be decided, 
not, as government would 
have us believe, by the 4,000- 
plus residents who signed the 
petition to keep it in Suffolk 
County Council management, 
but by a cabal of county 
councillors, most of whom do 
not live within five miles of 
Haverhill and some of whom 
have never been here. 

Last Monday’s consultation 
on the future county council 
budget turned out to be 
anything but consultation - 


more of a “telling”, with all of 
Haverhill’s county councillors 
conspicuous by their absence. 
Where is the promised 
“localism” in all this ? We were 
promised that although the 
policy was to switch off most 
street lights exceptions would 
be made - not according to 
recent correspondence the 
town council has received. 

Council tax benefits will 
soon be determined locally, 
but with an expectation that 
the subsidy required from the 
government will be 10 per cent 
less - will that mean 10 per 
cent of residents being no 
longer eligible, or a 10 per cent 
reduction for all in receipt of 
those benefits ? What will that 
mean in Haverhill - more work 
for our hard-pressed voluntary 
agencies? 

We in the town council, and 
those of us in the Labour 
group, will continue to 
support our residents, to fight 
on their behalf, to retain 
existing and attract new 
services and opportunities for 
Haverhill. Haverhill has that 
spirit of community wellbeing, 
of all working to achieve the 
best for the town, and I am 
proud to be part of it.

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Safety fear 
after knife 
robbery at 
local shop

A SHOP owner has spoken of his 
fears for the safety of his staff and 
family after as assistant was 
robbed at knifepoint. 

The assistant, who was alone in the 
shop at the time, was too upset to talk 
about his ordeal last Thursday morning 
and was sent home to recover. 

He was confronted by a masked man 
who held a knife in front of him and 
demanded cash from the till. The 
terrified assistant handed over between 
£150-200 and the robber ran off. 

Ainkaran Jeyarajah, who has run the 
Primrose Mini Market in Primrose Hill, 
Haverhill, for the past 10 months, said 
only two days before he had confronted 
two masked men in the shop, who had

tried to steal beer from the shelf and 
then ran off. 

Mr Jeyarajah, who lives in the flat 
above the shop with his wife and six- 
month-old daughter, said: “I usually go 
down and open the shop at 5am, but 
that morning I asked my colleague to 
open up because I was not well. 

“At around 5.45am a guy came in 
with his face fully covered, pulled out a 
knife and told him to hand over the 
money from the till. Then the guy ran 
off and he called me upstairs to tell me 
what had happened. 

“He was not injured but quite 


disturbed by it and upset. There was 
not very much money in the till 
because it was early morning and we 
had not been open long. 

“He could have taken mobile phones 
or cigarettes, but he only wanted the 
money. I don’t think it was a 
professional thief but a local guy, who’d 
seen that there was only one person 
here early in the morning. 

“Only two days ago I was in the shop 
at around 5.15am when two guys came 
in with their faces covered and tried to 
take beer from the shelves. 

“I stopped them and told them to 
uncover their faces and they started to 
fight with me in the shop. 

“Then they took a bottle of beer from 
the shop and ran off. We have looked at 


the video and they are not the same 
people, but I think they might be part 
of the same group. 

“I have had a lot of trouble with 
people breaking the glass, drinking, 
swearing and shouting outside and I 
have banned some of them from the 
shop. It could be something to do with 
that. 

“If it had been me I don’t think I 
would have handed over the money, 
but I have to think about the safety of 
my staff and my family. I don’t know 
why they want to do this. 

“I think the police need to take some 
action - even young kids are drinking 
and their parents don’t care what they 
do.”

STIMULATING activities 
and listening to children 
is the secret to an “out¬ 
standing” pre-school, 
staff have said. 

Steeple Bumpstead Pre¬ 
school Playgroup has been 
judged as “outstanding” in 
every category by Ofsted 
inspectors following a visit in 
October. 

Carol Bradley, pre-school 
manager, said: “This means 
everything to us; it’s hard to put 
into words how happy we are.

Ofsted inspector June Oliver 
highlighted the effectiveness of 
the management and leader¬ 
ship and the way good ratios 
and vigilant staff ensure 
children are supervised well. 

In her report she stated: 
“Children’s learning and 
development is mostly very 
well supported at this pre¬ 
school and they make excellent 
progress towards the early 
learning goals. 

“The setting is organised to 
make it a highly effective 
learning environment for 
children.” 

She said relationships

The report stated that 
children’s good health is 
promoted, as is outside play, 
and “activities are planned 
around children’s interests and 
needs” meaning they make 
excellent progress.

The report stated that to 
improve, the pre-school should 
develop further the use of 
assessment to plan the next 
steps in a child’s develop¬ 
mental progress and regularly 
review such an approach. 


Playgroup celebrates “good” rating 


STAFF members at a 
playgroup are celebrating a 
“good” rating by OFSTED 
inspectors. 

The Linton Granta 
Playgroup, which meets 
within the grounds of 
Linton Village College, was 
inspected last month and 
rated as “good” in every 
category.

Christmas this 
year has seen 
tree prices rise 


IF you want a real 
Christmas tree this year 
you're likely to have to 
pay more for it, 
especially if you want a 
tall one, according to 
industry insiders. 

Imports of trees have 
slumped because of the 
falling value of the pound 
against the euro, giving 
growers in this country the 
opportunity to hike their 
prices. 

The problem has been 
exacerbated by a shortage of 
tall trees. Last year, growers 
saw an increase in demand 
for 6ft trees, which has left 
fewer trees to grow any 
higher. Those who want their 
tree to be between 7ft and 
10ft will have to pay more - if 
they can find one, that is. 

The milder weather has 


also been a problem for 
growers, as ideally they need 
a hard frost before they cut 
the tree because it fixes the 
needles onto the trees. 

There’s likely to be a price 
war between DIY chains such 
as B&Q who buy Christmas 
trees in bulk - mainly from 
Scotland, and are able to 
offer competitive pricing - 
and independent growers 
whose major selling point is 
the claim that their trees are 
fresher, having been cut later. 

Around eight million 
Christmas trees are bought in 
the UK every year, with 60 per 
cent of them being Nord- 
mann firs. 

Consumers should be able 
to buy a 5ft non-drop 
Nordmann fir, the most 
popular variety, for about £30 
and a 6ft tree for between £35 
and £40 from independent 
growers, says Roger Hay,

Association. 

A similar 5ft tree from B&Q 
will come in at around £35 
while 6ft-plus will be around 
£45. 

“Undoubtedly the cheap¬ 
est source is the grower 
because there’s no middle¬ 
man,” says Hay. Details of 
growers near you can be 
found on the website 
www. christmastree. org. uk 

If you’re on a budget, you 
may be better off going for a 
Scots or Lodgepole pine or 
traditional Norway spruce, 
which are cheaper, with 
prices for a 5ft tree coming in 
at under £25, says Hay. 

“The pines won’t drop. The 
trees which drop quickest are 
the spruces but one of the 
great advantages of going to 
a grower is that you are 
getting the tree absolutely 
fresh so they should sustain 
needles for six weeks.” 

Of course, it’s wise to shop 
around. If you’re prepared to 
leave the tree until the week 
before Christmas you may 
bag a bargain.

Natural garlands have a big future 


leaved evergreen such as 
libertia or miscanthus 
and then hung with a 
thin strip of raffia. 

A natural garland can 
look so much more 
colourful than any 
amount of beads and is 
simple to make if you 
have a little patience. 

Just thread suitable 
berries, such as rowan 
(sorbus) and cotoneaster, 
onto lengths of garden 
wire, adding chillis if you 
have them, and even 
perhaps cranberries that 
you may have left over 
after making cranberry 
sauce, and you will soon 


have a garland to hang in 
the house or even around 
a tree in the garden, 
where you can see it. 

Although the berries 
will dry up indoors, they 
should last throughout 
the festive season. You 
could alternate them 
with the leaves of 
evergreens such as holly, 
ivy and euonymus for a 
fuller effect. 

Small larch cones, 
conkers and nuts make a 
wonderful cluster and a 
great alternative to a 
plastic bauble. Make a 
tight ball of string as a 
base, about golf-ball size, 


with a loop for hanging. 
Put glue onto the base of 
each cone for a star effect 
and stick them to the ball 
of string until it’s 
covered. 

Of course, there are 
other natural decorations 
which will continue the 
theme. A large bunch of 
gypsophila from the 
florist or even your local 
supermarket can go a 
long way. Cut stems of it 
and place them evenly 
amid the branches of the 
tree, for a snow effect. 

Your tree will soon look 
stunning - with not a 
garish bauble in sight.

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Expert hospital 
Sanchia’s ‘little 


Born dangerously premature, Benn Norris had a hole in his 
heart, a bleed on his brain and his lungs were seriously 
underdeveloped. He’s since battled back to health, has just 
celebrated his first birthday, and here his mum, Sanchia, talks 
to feature writer Louise Martin. 


L ittle Benn 
Norris has just 
celebrated his 
first birthday; a 
milestone for any 
parent and child, but 
even more significant 
for mum Sanchia 
whose son was born 
dangerously 
premature, at just 24 
weeks. 

Sanchia had been 
experiencing a trouble-free 
pregnancy until a routine 
scan picked up she had 
gestational diabetes. 

“The midwife rang me 
to say that the test results 
were positive and that they 
wanted me to come in for 
an urgent review,” 
remembers Sanchia. “It 
was the first day of a week’s 
holiday so I went for lunch 
and then went to the 
appointment.” 

It was at that 

appointment that doctors 
found that Sanchia had 
gone into labour and Benn 
was born just four days 
later, four months early 
The mum from Fen 
Drayton was 23 weeks 
pregnant when she was 
admitted to 

Hinchingbrooke Hospital, 
where she had to remain in 
bed in order to prevent 
labour for as long as 
possible. 

“They did a full review 
and said ‘he’s going to be 


born this week’,” she 
remembers. “They told me 
his chances of survival 
were extremely low and if 
he did survive, his chances 
of being profoundly 
damaged were very high. I 
can’t even tell you how 
awful it was to hear that. 
You almost shut down 
your emotions because 
you have to deal with the 
here and now.” The single 
mum was given large 
doses of steroids to help 
improve Benn’s lungs, 
which, at just a little over 
23 weeks’ gestation, hadn’t 
developed properly, as well 
as drugs to defer the 
labour. Once Sanchia had 
been stabilised she was 
transferred to The Rosie 
Hospital, Cambridge, 
where there is a neo-natal 
intensive care team, to give 
birth. 

“They told me when he 
was born there would be a 
football team for me and a 
football team for him,” 
says Sanchia. “I knew early 
on the Friday morning he 
was going to be born. It 
was very traumatic. During 
Labour the trace on Benn’s 
heartbeat was lost and we 
all feared the worst. The 
consultant was just lovely 


and shortly after he was 
born said to me, ‘Sanchia, 
did you hear him cry?’, and 
I hadn’t, not at all. He was 
born crying, which is great 
because his lungs were so 
small and so damaged.” 

Benn weighed just lib 
12oz and was 15cm long. 
He needed oxygen to help 
him breathe before being 
whisked away for 
treatment, and Sanchia 
had a six-hour wait before 
she could see her baby boy. 

“It was awful. You’re just 
hoping and praying. They 
said his chances of 
surviving were so low; he 
had been born, he was 
alive, I was assuming 
during these six hours no 
news was good news.” 

As Sanchia waited, Benn 
was fighting for his life. He 
had a substantial hole in 
his heart, serious bleeding 
on the brain, his lungs 
were severely under¬ 
developed and his delicate 
skin had been badly 
bruised. 

“The first seven weeks it 
felt like touch and go all 
the time,” says Sanchia. 
“He was on a ventilator for 
17 days and the machines 
were constantly alarming. 


It was just a constant 
round of watching the 
monitors, listening to the 
alarms; there were lots of 
times in that period where 
I felt I was going to lose 
him. It was a minute-by- 
minute thing. 

“The first day I 
remember as separate to 
any other was when he 
was 21 days old. The 
consultants were coming 
around doing a handover 
and one of them said ‘this 
is Benn Norris, he’s 21 days 
old’ and I said ‘no, he’s just 
been born’, and then they 
said ‘no, he is now 21 days 
old’. I couldn’t believe it; I’d 
lost three whole weeks. 
You’re in a bubble and you 
just can’t focus on 
anything but this tiny, 
sickly baby and how much 
you love him.” 

Benn was eventually 
moved off the ventilator 
and onto a CPAP 
(Continuous Positive 
Airway Pressure) Machine, 
which helped him to 
breathe for himself. Very 
quickly after birth the 
bleed on his brain cleared. 

On fanuary 2 this year, 
although Benn was still 
seriously poorly, Sanchia 
was given hope when

doctors told her the hole in 
his heart had healed by 80 
per cent and he no longer 
needed open heart surgery. 

After 10 weeks at The 
Rosie, Benn was 
transferred to 
Hinchingbrooke where he 
continued to grow for eight 
weeks. On March 17 this 
year, a week after her due 
date and after 18 weeks in 
hospital, Sanchia was able 
to bring her son home - he 
weighed 61b 12oz. “It was 
very scary but I was ready 
to come home. We spent 10 
days in one of the hospital’s 
family rooms where I was 
fully in charge for dealing 
with him, so I’d had that 
time to prepare.” 

Looking at Benn smiling 
on his play mat, it’s hard to 
believe he is a premature 
baby “He’s just been such a 
determined little person. 
He wanted to be here and 
he is,” smiles Sanchia. “He’s 
got chronic lung disease - 
not that you would know it 
today - and he will 
hopefully grow out of that 
by the time he is about 8, 
when his lungs will be fully 
developed. 

“You have a premature 
baby and the chances of 
him being profoundly 
damaged are very high 
indeed. They won’t say 
even now that there won’t 
be any long-term damage; 
you just have to look at 
every step developmentally 
and at the moment he’s 
ahead. His breathing can 
just stop, that’s his main 
ongoing problem, 
developmentally he’s doing 
well.” 

Benn’s breathing only 
stops when he is sleeping, 
so he has an alarm under 
his mattress which triggers 


if he stops breathing for 20 
seconds. “Each episode is 
potentially life- 
threatening,” says Sanchia. 
“I have to wake him up and 
basically stimulate him in 
some way or another. 

“Apart from this, his 
consultant recently 
commented that no-one 
seems to have told Benn 
that he was premature, and 
long term that is how he 
should be - just a normal 
happy little boy, but I just 
feel I’ve been really blessed. 

“He was born on the 
edge of viability; he had a 
huge hole in his heart and 
huge bleeding on his brain 
and both of those have 
cleared. He now has a tiny 
hole on his heart but we’ve 
got an appointment for a 
scan in February and the 
doctor expects it to be fully 
closed by then.” 

Following her experience 
Sanchia, who is a partner at 
Cambridge Accountants 
Peters Elworthy & Moore, 
has become a 
spokesperson for The Rosie 
Campaign. The brave mum 
gave a speech at the 
campaign’s public launch, 
which was particularly 
moving as Benn was still 
very poorly in hospital at 
the time. 

“We were really, really 
lucky to get that space at 
Addenbrooke’s. Having 
spoken to the consultant 
who answered the phone 
to us, I know that two 
phones were ringing at the 
same time and he picked 
up the one that was my 
referral, and we took the 
last space. The person on 
the other phone who was 
being referred had to go 
somewhere else.” 

The mum believes she 


owes everything to The 
Rosie and, without them, 
Benn wouldn’t have made 
it. “They were wonderful; I 
can never ever thank them 
enough for what they did. 

“People talk about The 
Rosie Campaign as raising 
funds for a new building 
but it’s not just a new 
building, it’s facilitating 
saving lives and I think 
that’s what people should 
concentrate on. They need 
to have more cots so that 
whoever was on the other 
phone that day didn’t get 
turned away. 

“As babies improve it 
would be ideal to keep 
them in the same 
environment for as long as 
necessary, however at the 
moment the best baby is 
often transferred to 
another hospital to make 
space for a new admission. 
While no-one minds, being 
so grateful that a space was 
made initially, it will be less 
disruptive for the babies 
and their families when 
this doesn’t need to 
happen. They really do 
need more space and 
equipment and they need 
it urgently.” 

Talking about Benn’s 
first birthday Sanchia says: 
“I really can’t believe it. It’s 
an absolute miracle what 
he’s been through and 
what he’s achieved, and I 
can only thank The Rosie. I 
seriously don’t think he 
would be here if it wasn’t 
for their genuine care and 
their expertise.”

to check e-mails and you don’t 
realise how much you depend on 
it until you cannot use it.” 

A spokesman for BT said on 
Tuesday: “We have suffered cuts to 
and theft of some under-ground 
cabling which is affecting 
services in the area. 

“Engineers worked over the 
weekend and yesterday to clear 
blockages in the cable route and 
to pull in replacement cabling. 
They are today beginning the 
work to reconnect those affected 
back into service. 

“Residents will start to see their 
services return today as this work 
progresses. We have had around 
135 reported faults from residents 


associated with this incident. 

“We would appeal to them to be 
vigilant and report any suspicious 
behaviour in or around street 
cabinets or manhole covers 
immediately. Network security is 
of paramount importance to us 
and we are constantly reviewing 
our processes to make sure our 
infrastructure protection is 
robust.” 

BT’s security unit has 
established a nationwide taskforce 
whose strategy includes attending 
crime scenes, liaising with police 
and visiting scrap metal dealers. 
More than 400 people have been 
arrested across the UK for stealing 
from the network in the past year.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a j’ob - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

PUSS IN BOOTS (3D & 2D)

JOLLY green ogre Shrek and his 
sweetheart Princess Fiona 
amassed nearly $3bn at the global 
box office before heading into the 
fairytale sunset at the conclusion 
of Shrek Ever After. 

All good things must come to an 
end, except in Hollywood where a 
single original idea deserves at 
least one sequel and a spin-off film 
franchise or television series. 

So it comes to pass with Puss 
In Boots, a computer-animated 
prequel to the Shrek films that 
traces the formative years of the 
sword-fighting feline before he 
crossed paths with the pungent 
ogre and wise-cracking Donkey. 

The script plunders familiar 
characters from nursery rhymes 
and fairytales, putting a fresh spin 
on Jack & The Beanstalk. 

The story begins with the young 
Puss (voiced by Antonio Banderas) 
being abandoned at an orphanage 
where kind Imelda (Constance 
Marie) raises the kitten as her own. 

Initially picked on by the boys, 



Puss learns to fight to survive and 
he helps to protect fellow outcast 
Humpty Alexander Dumpty (Zach 
Galifianakis). 

Many years late, the surrogate 
brothers join forces with sexy 
pickpocket Kitty Softpaws (Salma 
Hayek) to steal magic beans in the 
possession of murderous outlaws 
Jack (Billy Bob Thornton) and Jill 
(Amy Sedaris). 

These beans are rumoured to 
grow a beanstalk which leads to 
the giant’s castle and the greatest 
treasure of all: the Golden Goose. 

However, old rivalries between 
Puss and Humpty jeopardise the 


daring enterprise. 

Director Chris Miller maintains a 
brisk pace, exploiting the 3D format 
in a rooftop chase sequence and a 
flamenco-style dance battle 
between the Casanova cat and his 
rival, replete with slow-motion 
acrobatics. 

Banderas purrs every line with 
unconcealed delight and sparks 
fiery on-screen chemistry with 
Hayek’s feline fatale, while 
Galifianakis milks laughs and 
sympathy for his ovoid oddball. 

The climactic ascent of the 
beanstalk ensures a slam-bang 
finale.

Fine line between pine and fir 


I F you want a real Christmas 
tree this year you’re likely to 
have to pay more for it - 
especially if you want a tall one, 
according to industry insiders. 

Imports of trees have slumped because 
of the falling value of the pound against 
the euro, giving growers in this country 
the opportunity to hike their prices. 

The problem has been exacerbated by 
a shortage of tall trees. Last year, 
growers saw an increase in demand for 
6ft conifers, which has left fewer trees to 
grow any higher. Those who want their 
tree to be 7ft to 10ft will have to pay 
more - if they can find one, that is. 

The milder weather has also been a 
problem for growers, as ideally they need 
a hard frost before they cut the tree 
because it fixes the needles onto the trees 
There’s likely to be a price war 
between DIY chains such as B&Q, 
which buys Christmas trees in bulk - 
mainly from Scotland, and is able to offer 
competitive pricing - and independent 
growers whose major selling point is the 
claim that their trees are fresher, having 
been cut later. 

About eight million Christmas trees 
are bought in the UK every year, with 60 
per cent of them being Nordmann firs. 

Consumers should be able to buy a 5ft 
non-drop Nordmann fir, the most 
popular variety, for about £30 and a 6ft 
tree for between £35 and £40 from 
independent growers, says Roger Hay, 
secretary of the British Christmas Tree 
Growers Association. 

A similar 5ft tree from B&Q will 
come in at about £35 while 6ft-plus will

be about £45. 

“Undoubtedly the cheapest source is 
the grower because there’s no 
middleman,” says Hay. Details of 
growers near you can be found on the 
website www. christmastree. org. uk. 

If you’re on a budget, you may be 
better off going for a Scots or Lodgepole 
pine or traditional Norway spruce, which 
are cheaper, with prices for a 5ft tree 
coming in at less than £25, says Hay. 

“The pines won’t drop. The trees 
which drop quickest are the spruces but 
one of the great advantages of going to a 
grower is that you are getting the tree 
absolutely fresh, so they should sustain 
needles for six weeks.” 

Robert Matthews, owner of the 
Christmas Tree Farm in Chesham, 
Bucks, which has only just started 
cutting its trees, says: “Big stores want 
to sell the trees from mid-November, so 
they tend to be cut earlier. The tree 
market is at its greatest in the second 
and third weeks in December and we 
will be cutting on these days, so we are 
three weeks fresher.” 

A Nordmann fir from his farm will 


cost £22 up to 5ft; £34 up to 6ft; and 
£47 for a tree over 6ft, while his 
Norway spruces are considerably 
cheaper, at £19.50 for a tree up to 6ft. 

The most important thing to do to 
keep trees in good condition throughout 
the festive season is to saw off the 
bottom inch of the trunk, which 
becomes blocked with air or sap soon 
after cutting, and then immerse the 
trunk in water. 

“Buy a water-holding stand because 
trees will drink three to four pints a 
day,” says Matthews. “Never let the 
water level drop below the water level 
of the tree because in a matter of hours 
air pockets will block the capillaries in 
the branches and the tree will stop 
drinking. If it stops taking water it will 
dry out and needles will drop. 
Nordmann firs won’t drop their needles 
but they will begin to look desiccated.” 

Hay adds: “Make sure the tree you 
buy is fresh. Look at the colour. When it 
dries out it loses some of its green hue. 
Stroke the needles and they should feel 
moist to the touch. Always put it on the 
ground to assess the size and shape 
before you buy. If it starts shedding 
some of its needles it’s not the freshest.” 

Of course, it’s wise to shop around. If 
you’re prepared to leave the tree until 
the week before Christmas you may bag 
a bargain. 

Once you have the tree, treat it like 
any plant being brought into a warm, 
dry atmosphere. Keep it away from 
radiators and other direct heat and keep 
the container topped up with water 
every day. You will be surprised how 
much it needs.

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
IJ available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Q Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


I Q Send off change of address cards. 

■ Q Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move.

WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night! 


ON MOVING DAY: 


Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes. 

□ Pack items for washing/toiletries. 

□ Take down curtains. 

Q Take up rugs, carpets, floor coverings, as required. 

□ Dismantle any light fittings etc., not included in the sale. 

Q Turn off electric appliances. 

Q Disconnect cooker. 

□ Turn off boiler/central heating. 

Q Turn off water. 

Read gas meter. 

□ Read electricity meter. 

Secure all windows. 

□ Lock all doors. 

□ Leave key as arranged with new owners. 

□ On arrival at your new home, unpack slowly and 
methodically so that you can check for loss or damage.
